She outlined the reasons for the objection which includes 
the impact of the proposal on the traffic and the noise and pollution that would be 
created, safety of children who attend the nearby schools, the potential for 
businesses such as taverns that would serve alcohol and its impact on the youths 
in the area. Based on the reasons she outlined which are detailed in her petition, 
Ms. Mahal urged Committee to refuse the application. 


Ms. Balraj Randhawa, 6 Giza Crescent, Brampton, noted that her property backs 
on to the proposed commercial retail plaza and she is not in support of the 
application. It was her understanding that when she bought her home, the subject 
site would be used for a place of worship and feels that a commercial plaza would 
encourage smoking and the use of alcohol in the neighbourhood. 


Mr. Raghbir Singh Johal, 46 Giza Crescent, Brampton, indicated his agreement 
with the previous speakers concerns regarding the subject proposal. He advised 
that he signed the petition that was submitted by one of the previous speakers 
because he is concerned about traffic congestion and the safety of children who 
attend the area schools. He is opposed to the proposal as he felt that there was no 
need for another commercial plaza in the neighbourhood. 


Mr. Hardev Dhoot Singh, 44 Giza Crescent, Brampton, noted that he moved to 
the area because it seemed quiet and it was his understanding that the subject site 
would be used for a place of worship. He is concerned about the impact of the 
proposal on the traffic, safety of children and the potential use of alcohol in the 
area. He requested that the designated use of the property as a place of worship be 
retained. 


Mr. Ravinder Mundi, 8 Giza Crescent, noted that his property backs on to the 
subject site and that his concerns are the same as the other residents. He also 
believes that the designated use of the property as a place of worship should be 
retained.

Mr. Robert Morris, Biologist, Credit Valley Conservation, re: Sediment Control 
and the Credit River Watershed. 


Councillor Patricia Mullin (City of Mississauga), Chair, Credit Valley 
Conservation, thanked Committee for the opportunity to make a presentation with 
respect to sediment control. She advised that the present situation is damaging 
water quality and that all municipalities are being encouraged “to have sediment 
control by-laws and to enforce them as part of their normal business.” 


She introduced Mr. Robert Morris, Biologist, and advised that he would be making 
a presentation and that Ms. Hazel Breton was present to respond to questions. 


Mr. Robert Morris, Biologist, Credit Valley Conservation, gave a presentation on 
Sediment Control and the Credit River Watershed highlighting the impact of 
sediment on the Credit River as follows: 

> — cycle of sedimentation 

>» — physical impacts include: 

o reduces channel/wetland and capacity and increases flooding and decrease 
in aesthetics and recreations uses 

> biological impacts include: 

o suffocates eggs, bugs and gills of fish, buries gravel beds and fills in pool 
refuge habitats and unsafe/expensive to treat for drinking or recreation for 
humans 

> — sediment control challenges include: 

© economic costs and risks (1 million), inappropriate use of storm sewers 
and storm water management (SWM) ponds and lack of maintenance 

> — technical solutions include: 

© integrated tool bag should include preventative, improved natural buffers 
and maintenance of fences and gap controls 

> administrative solutions include: 

o better define agency roles and accountability, adopt/review municipal 
Topsoil By-laws, site inspections and more effective and proactive 
enforcement, and stop work orders and municipal fines 

> recommendations include: 

o circulate and finalize new CVC sediment control guidelines, organize 
workshops for municipal staff, and municipal support for inspection and 
enforcement. 


There was discussion with respect to possible solutions to control the release of 


sediment in the watercourses which included the City of Brampton working with 
CVC by conducting site inspections, the adoption of a new Topsoil By-law or 
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updating the existing one, to address sediment control on construction sites, that 
municipal inspectors attend appropriate workshops and training sessions, and be 
granted authority to take immediate action on violations where sediment controls 
are lacking. 


The delegations responded to questions from Committee and advised that CVC is 
in the process of reviewing its sediment control guidelines and is prepared to set up 
the appropriate training sessions and workshops for municipal staff to take action 
and enforce the by-laws.

Mr. Hessie Rimon, PMG Planning Consultants, advised that Mr. Sean Gosnell from 
Borden Ladner Gervais would be speaking on behalf of Mr. Stephen Waque. 


Mr. Sean Gosnell, Borden Ladner Gervais, made reference to correspondence 
submitted by Mr. Stephen Waque dated June 18, 2004, in which he expressed 
concerns regarding the staff recommendations.

Correspondence was submitted by Glen Schnarr and Associates, dated July 12, 
2004, requesting that the City honour and maintain the protocol for processing 
draft plans of subdivision in the Credit Valley Secondary Plan area. 


Mr. Haydn Matthews, Great Gulf Group of Companies, on behalf of Sandyshore 
Property Development Corporation, requested an amendment to the staff 
recommendation to allow for the circulation and processing of the Draft Plan of 
Subdivision (21T-04012B). Mr. Matthews advised that he is not requesting draft 
plan approval, only that the plan be circulated to all the required agencies for 
comments and the engineering drawings be processed in order to finalize the 
design and approval of the stormwater management pond. 


Ms. Janice Robinson, Kerbel Group, on behalf Deacon Investments Limited, 
requested that staff be directed to process the application that was submitted for 
Draft Plan of Subdivision (21T-04009B). She felt that her client should not have 
to wait for approval of draft plan of subdivision until permanent sanitary servicing 
is available. 


Discussion took place and staff responded to comments and questions with 
respect to the timeframe for the availability of full sanitary servicing for the 
proposed developments, processing of the Draft Plan of Subdivision Applications 
ahead of the proposed extension of the Credit Valley Trunk Sewer, the application 
of the Growth Management Program with respect to development within the 
Credit Valley Secondary Plan Area, and possible approval of the Draft Plan of 
Subdivisions with conditions to safeguard the City. 


A motion was introduced to approve the staff recommendation as amended as 
follows: 


“That staff be directed to process and circulate to all departments and agencies 
the Sandyshore Property Development Corporation Draft Plan of Subdivision 
(File 21T-04012B) to the point where the City is in receipt of all 
department/agency comments and conditions and a Recommendation Report 
prepared but the Draft Plan Approval not be granted until such time as the 
proposed extension of the Credit Valley Trunk Sewer is advanced.” 
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Following further discussion, a motion was made to refer this matter back to staff 
for separate reports with respect to the 2 developments (Sandyshore and Deacon). 
Staff suggested that the reports may be available for the September 8, 2004 
meeting of Committee.

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Note: During this public meeting, it became apparent that there would not be 
sufficient time on this date to hear all those who wished to speak. As a 
result, there was discussion regarding rescheduling a second public 
meeting at a future date. For procedural reasons, the agenda for the 
Planning, Design and Development Committee was amended, to add an 
item to this effect — see Item M3. It was the recommendation of 
Committee to schedule a second public meeting at a date and time to be 
determined by the Planning, Design and Development Department, notices 
for which would be sent in accordance with the provisions of the Planning 
Act as it pertains to public meetings.

Mr. John Cuttruzzola, 2734 Embleton Road, Brampton, and Ms. Cathy Fraser, 
8601 Mississauga Road, advised that they will speak at the future public meeting 
regarding the Bram West Secondary Plan Review. 


Mr. Joe Tomkin, 9086 Heritage Road, Brampton, advised that the notice of the 
public meeting he received did not identify the corridor protection area or the road 
network system. He was of the opinion that the proposal to reduce upscale 
executive housing to medium and low density contradicts the Bram West 
Secondary Plan and is not compatible with the character of the neighbourhood. 
He requested that the corridor protection are be narrowed as much as possible. 


Mr. Rob Filkin, McCabe Filkin, 195 County Court Boulevard, Brampton, on 
behalf of Collins Farms Inc., the owner of 60 acres in Sub Area 4, was concerned 
about the number of schools within that area, and requested that the school sites 
be distributed fairly and equally within the Bram West Secondary Plan. He noted 
that he supports the Great Gulf proposal “Villages of Riverview Heights.” 


Mr. Rick Bradley, 8394 Mississauga Road, Brampton, advised that he supports 
Option | land use plan, but was concerned that the zoning designation on his 
property will be delayed as his property has been moved into a special study area 
because of the proposed Financial Drive extension. 


Mr. Chris Bejnar, 22 Howland Crescent, Brampton, indicated his support of the 
Alternate Land Use proposal for more residential housing on the west side of 
Financial Drive. He does not support the proposed commercial and industrial 
designation as he believes it will not be compatible with the community. 


The public meeting on this matter was adjourned pending the scheduling of a 
further meeting — See Item M 3.

Mr. & Mrs. Larry Reid, 10 Nadia Place, Brampton, on behalf of the residents of 
the neighbourhood, questioned whether measures are going to be taken ensure 
that the homes that are proposed will remain single family homes, the definition 
of single family homes and the timelines for construction. They expressed 
concerns regarding the impact the proposed development would have on traffic 
with the presence of the existing schools in the area, the value of nearby 
properties, and noise and dust from the construction that will follow. They noted 
that they had not received a copy of the report in sufficient time for adequate 
review and agreed that the report does address some of their concerns. 


For the benefit of Mr. and Mrs. Reid, clarification was provided with respect to 
the public circulation of reports to Committee. As well, background on this 
development was provided. 


Staff clarified that traffic studies were conducted on both institutional and 
residential uses and advised that the traffic impact from a residential use would 
have a lesser impact on the neighbourhood. With respect to the types of homes 
that will be constructed, staff advised development is compatible with the 
neighbourhood and that strict guidelines have been imposed on the developer with 
respect to fencing, berms and landscaping.

J. Hogan, Development Planner, Planning, Design and Development, dated 
October 7, 2004, re: Information Report — Application to Amend the Official 
Plan and Zoning By-Law — The Church of Archangel Michael and St. Tekla 
— East Side of Hurontario Street - North of Mayfield Road — Ward 2 (File 
C1E18.10(b). 


Members of the public present requested a presentation of the proposal. 


Ms. J. Hogan, Development Planner, gave a presentation and provided details of 
the proposal which includes a two storey church complex and activity centre, a 
recreation centre, a daycare facility and a three storey seniors’ residence. 


Mr. Mark Yarranton, KLM Planning Partners Inc., on behalf of West Mayfield 
Developments Ltd., owners of lands abutting the subject property was of the 
opinion that the proposal does not reflect the development pattern established 
through the registered plan of subdivision. He was concerned with the 
development of Block 197 on the registered plan, located on the north side of 
Sweet Briar Lane and noted his opposition to the application unless its 
development was allowed as was previously approved. He requested that as per 
the subdivision agreement a condition requiring the applicant to pay cost to his 
client be included prior to the adoption of the proposed official plan amendment. 


Ms. Terri Palmiero, 14 Sundridge Street, Brampton, was concerned about the 
impact of the proposal on traffic, the environment and existing schools. She 
requested that low density residential development be considered and submitted a 
petition from the residents in the neighbourhood who are opposed to the subject 
proposal. 


Mr. Chris Horsten, 11 Oldgate Lane, Brampton, indicated that the scope, size and 
design of the project and its impact on the community was of major concern. He 
was of the opinion that the proposal would negatively impact parking and traffic 
issues, existing schools, create noise and pollution, increase garbage and reduce 
the value of properties in the neighbourhood. He advised that he had forwarded 
correspondence to staff detailing his concerns. 


Ms. Natalie Robinson, 3 Oldgate Lane, Brampton, expressed concerns with 


respect to the size of the proposed seniors’ residence and its impact on the 
neighbourhood and the surrounding green space. 
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Ms. Louise Dehatt, 19 Highwood Road, Brampton, questioned the definition of 
“senior citizens”, what the cost of the proposed seniors’ residence would be, and 
whether people other than seniors would be allowed to live in the residence. 


Ms. Nancy Battista, 14 Hillpath Crescent, Brampton, indicated that she would 
support a scaled down version of the new church and activity centre, but she was 
opposed to the rezoning of the property to high density residential to 
accommodate the seniors’ residence. She was also concerned about the impact of 
such a large project on traffic and property values in the area. 


Mr. Mark Andrews, 35 Hillpath Crescent, Brampton, was concerned about the 
scope and size of the project and its impact on the community. He was unclear as 
to the use of the seniors’residence and the recreation centre and felt that there was 
a need for growth to be addressed because of the proposed rezoning from low 
density to high density residential. 


Mr. Fernando Tavares, 29 Sweet Briar Lane, Brampton, advised that he is not 
opposed to the construction of the proposed church but objects to the construction 
of the recreation centre and seniors residence. He feels that the definition of 
seniors’ residence is not clear and was concerned that people other than seniors 
would be allowed to live in the residence. He was of the opinion that a proposal 
for single family residential would be compatible to the community instead of the 
subject proposal. He was also concerned about the impact of the proposal on 
property value, schools and traffic in the area. 


Mr. Magdy Abdelmassih, 18 Rocky Mountain Crescent, Brampton, offered his 
support for the proposal and was of the opinion that the recreation centre and 
seniors residence would be beneficial to the community. He advised that the 
seniors’residence would be exclusively for seniors and that the seniors would be 
an asset to the schools in the community. He indicated his willingness to work 
with the community and sees the project as an opportunity to share their culture. 


Mr. Franco Karas, 39 Sweet Briar Lane, Brampton, indicated his objection to the 
subject proposal and feels that the proposed site is inappropriate for such a 
project. He advised that at the time of purchase of his home it was his 
understanding that the subject property would be low density single family 
residential, but with approval of this proposal his view would be of a parking lot 
and garbage bins. 


Mr. Robert Watterson, 72 Baybrook Road, Brampton, reiterated the concerns of 
the previous residents who are opposed the subject proposal and stressed the need 
for parking issues to be addressed. He questioned what the timelines would be 
with respect to construction and what would happen if the applicant faces 
financial problems in the midst of construction. 
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Mr. Edward Robertson, 39 Sweet Briar Lane, Brampton, advised that at the time 
of purchase he did his research and looked at the Official Plan which designates 
the subject site as residential. He now believes that this information is misleading 
because of the proposal to construct a three storey seniors’ residence at the site. 
He was of the opinion that the proposal would negatively impact traffic on Sweet 
Briar Lane and was concerned about the proposed removal of the existing cul de 
sac. He requested that staff reconsider the application as he feels the project is not 
well planned. 


Mr. Halim Mikhael, 17 Larkwood Place, Brampton, advised of his support of the 
subject proposal and was of the opinion that it would be beneficial to everyone in 
the community. 


Ms Jennifer Mikhael, 17 Larkwood Place, Brampton, advised of her support of 
the subject proposal and was of the opinion that it would be beneficial to everyone 
and especially the young people of the community. 


Ms. Laura Chapman, 27 Sweet Briar Lane, Brampton, was concerned that the 
scope and size of the project would negatively impact traffic in the community. 


Ms. Patricia Laver, 23 Baybrook Road, Brampton, advised that she does not 
support the proposed seniors’residence and questioned whether any guarantees 
would be given that it would be exclusively for seniors. She was also concerned 
about the safety of the children who attend the school the nearby school as the 
seniors building will back onto the school. She was of the opinion that the site 
should remain low density residential. 


Ms. Kay Hunt, 27 Summer Valley Drive, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
proposed church will not serve the needs of the community, that single family 
residential homes will be more compatible. She was concerned that the proposal 
would negatively impact traffic, landscaping and greenspace in the area. 


Ms. Brenda Smith, 6 Hillpath Crescent, Brampton, expressed concerns regarding 
the scope and size of the project and its impact on the community with respect to 
parking for the subject site and traffic congestion on Mayfield Road and Highway 
10 area. She confirmed her support for the church and questioned what methods 
would be used to regulate who lives in the seniors’ residence. 


Mr. Zeto Allen, 1 Hillpath Crescent, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
proposed development is not compatible with the neighbourhood and suggested 
that the applicant consider looking at other areas that would accommodate a 
project of that scale. He was also concerned about the impact the proposal would 
have on traffic in the area. 
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Mr. Steve Douglas, 25 Summer Valley Drive, Brampton, was concerned that the 
number of projected parking spots would not accommodate the traffic that would 
be generated by a project of such magnitude. 


Ms. Monica Gharabaway, 52 Pleasant Valley Place, Brampton, advised of her 
support of the subject proposal and was of the opinion that it would be beneficial 
to everyone, especially the young people and the seniors in the community. 


Mr. Darryl Lagerquist, 29 Sundridge Street, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
proposed seniors residence would attract low income residents and that future 
builders and developers would be hesitant to encourage development around the 
subject site which would result in a lower tax base for the City. 


Mr. Karim Nensi, 4 Woodcreek Drive, Brampton, advised that he has no 
objection to the construction of a church that will enhance the area. He was of the 
opinion that a proposal for single family residential would be more compatible to 
the character of the community instead of the subject proposal. He was concerned 
about the impact the scope, size and design of the project would have on property 
values and the community as a whole. 


Mr. Jarek Ghaly, 14 Windham Place, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
proposed recreation centre and seniors’ residence will bring families closer 
together and would be beneficial to the whole community. He advised that for 
special events people are hired to assist in regulating the traffic. 


Mr. Alber Hanna, 145 Brisdale Drive, indicated that he is involved with the 
church, and acknowledged the concerns of the residents. He advised that the 
community is growing and the construction of the church is one way to address 
the needs of the community. He confirmed his willingness to meet with residents 
who are opposed to the church, and to meet with City staff for further discussions 
to resolve the issues raised at the meeting. 


Ms. Heather Picken, Legal Counsel for the applicant, acknowledged the concerns 
of the residents and indicated that she would like to work with staff and the 
community to make the proposed development one in which everyone would be 
proud. She explained that a proposal can be developed that will regulate who 
lives at the seniors residence. 


Staff provided clarification with respect to the zoning designation for the subject 


lands and confirmed that all the issues raised by the residents at this meeting will 
be addressed in the recommendation report.

The Chair acknowledged correspondence from Mr. Michael Gagnon, GLB Urban 
Planners Ltd., Brampton, dated November 15, 2004, on behalf of Embleton 
Properties Corp., Marilyn Ufkes, Michael Ufkes, Emiko Teramoto and Mitsuko 
Shirley Teramoto, owners of 49, 62 and 78 Cliffside Drive expressing concerns 
with respect to Option 1 on Schedule D1. 


Mr. D. Waters, Manager, Land Use Policy, gave a presentation highlighting the 
land use and policy changes proposed in the draft Official Plan Amendment to 
Chapters 40 (a) and 40(b), with respect to the Bram West Secondary Plan. He 
provided details of Option 1 of the land use plan and the Alternative Land Use 
Plan. 


Mr. John Cuttruzzola, 2734 Embleton Road, Brampton, was concerned about the 
long-term impact on the quality of life of the existing residents that would result 
from the proposed changes to the Bram West Secondary Plan . He was of the 
opinion that Huttonville is a sensitive and delicate area and urged that its character 
and natural features are preserved as much as possible. He considers the proposed 
changes to the official plan inefficient and "the opposite of smart growth" and 
suggested that development of the area be on a "piece by piece" basis with the 
focus on the well being of the existing residents of the area. He stated that the 
opportunity for employment use should be maximized within lands in proximity 
to the highways, and suggested that lands south of the northern limit of the Maple 
Lodge Farms facility should be designated for employment use. 


Ms. Cathy Fraser, 8601 Mississauga Road, Brampton, spoke on behalf of the 
ratepayers group of Huttonville and indicated that she favored Mr. Michael 
Gagnon proposal for the Ornstock lands that was presented at the October 4, 2004 
public meeting, because it provided a balance between the proposed commercial 
and residential land use and sought to preserve the greenspace. She opposed the 
Prestige Industrial designation on the "Fingerlands" as presented in Option | and 
encouraged the adoption of the Alternative Land Use Plan. With respect to the 
Great Gulf Group's "Village of Riverview Heights proposal, she stated that the 
residential design is compatible with the community and was of the view that it 
addresses the issues raised by residents at previous meetings. She also expressed 
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concerns with respect to the number of schools within the lands subject to the 
Riverview Heights proposal, as presented in Option 1, and requested that some of 
the schools be removed to reduce the impact on the area in the vicinity of Heritage 
Road. 


Mr. Tony Mason, 6 Huttonville Drive, Brampton, advised that he was pleased 
with the land use concept in the Brook McIlroy study which was presented by 
staff in Option 1. He agreed that the Village of Riverview Heights proposal had 
some positive aspects but was concerned about the higher densities. He stressed 
the need for a balanced mix of densities that provided for townhouses and 70 foot 
lots. 


Mr. Gino Matrundola, 12 Rubicon Court, Willowdale, stated that he was 
representing landowners within part of Lot 3 Concession 5 West of Hurontario 
Street. Mr. Matrundola supports the overall land use concept of the Alternative 
Land Use Plan. He stated that tablelands should be developed at the highest 
possible density. He stated that the landowners he represents request a medium 
density designation within their lands, in order to provide much needed affordable 
housing. These landowners are also not in support of the Park and woodlot 
designations within their lands. He urged that institutional uses be evenly 
distributed throughout the secondary plan area instead of being concentrated 
within the lands subject to the Riverview Heights proposal and also requested that 
commercial nodes be reintroduced. 


Mr. Rick Bradley, 8394 Mississauga Road, Brampton, questioned what the 
timelines were with respect to the adoption of the proposed plan. He was 
concerned that the Special Study Area designation, which also applies to his lands, 
would delay the adoption of the plan. 


Mr. Harold Connell, 2015 Embleton Road, questioned what the restrictions would 
be for people who wish to renovate or rebuild within the area designated 
Valleyland along the Credit River. He also and wanted to know what the zoning 
designation was of the lands west of the church on Huron Street. 


Ms. Lorraine Symmes, 239 Olde Baseline Road, Terra Cotta, on behalf of the 
Credit River Alliance, was concerned about the impact of the proposed 
amendments on the Credit River. She reminded Committee that she had 
presented seven recommendations to Committee of Council at an earlier meeting 
with respect to the restoration of the Credit River and requested that staff consider 
those recommendations in the final recommendation report on the Bram West 
Secondary Plan. 
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Mr. Nathan Wukasch, on behalf of Bell Canada, advised that Bell Canada would 
appreciate the opportunity to foster its relationship with the City by providing 
timely delivery of communication services to the public. He noted that 
telecommunication represents an essential infrastructure and stressed the 
importance of coordinating the provision of various utilities. 


Staff confirmed that all the issues raised by the residents at this meeting will be 
addressed in the recommendation report.

Members of the public present requested a presentation of the proposal. 


Ms. P. Cooper, Central Area Planner, gave a presentation and provided details of 
the proposal. 


Mr. Keith Ward, Commissioner of Housing, Region of Peel and Mr. Bruce 
McLean, Project Manager, Housing Department, Region of Peel, provided details 
of the proposed development which includes the construction of a 17 storey 
apartment building, a three level underground municipal parking garage and a 
four storey above ground residential parking garage. They emphasized that a 
percentage of the residential units will be subsidized and will be available to 
senior citizens and single people. The above ground parking garage would be for 
the residents of the units and the underground municipal parking garage would be 
operated by the City. 


Mr. Harry Christakis, architect for the proposed development, provided drawings 
detailing the proposed development and advised that he welcomed the opportunity 
to work with the City on this project. 


Mr. John MacDonald, 1 Belvedere Court, # 1401, Brampton, questioned what 
measures would be in effect to prevent people other than seniors from renting the 
proposed units and the definition of ‘senior citizen’. He was also concerned about 
the traffic impact on John Street. 


Mr. Ross Wilson, 6 Glen Eagle Crescent, Brampton, was concerned that the 
proposed apartment building may not be properly maintained with respect to such 
items as window coverings and could become an ‘eyesore’. He also expressed 
concerns with respect to traffic congestion and questioned whether subsidized 
housing is appropriate for the downtown. 


Ms. Nancy McPhee, 79A Elizabeth Street South, Brampton, was of the opinion 
that the downtown does not appeal to the seniors because of the lack of amenities. 
She was concerned that the proposed development would increase traffic in the 
area and questioned what the impact of this would be on the seniors who would 
be living in the proposed apartment building. 
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Ms. Laura Jonozzo, 36 Clarence Street, Brampton, was concerned that the 
proposed development would add to the existing traffic congestion and that 
having seniors in the downtown will not assist in the revitalization of the 
downtown. She was of the opinion that the proposal is inappropriate for the area 
and should be located elsewhere. 


Mr. Bill Riopka, 5 Armstrong Street, Brampton, was of the opinion that there are 
already enough rental units in the downtown area, and questioned what criteria 
would dictate who is eligible to live at the proposed location. He was also 
concerned that the building may not be properly maintained and that it would 
negatively impact the value of property in the surrounding area. 


Ms. Sharon Wilcox, 42 Wellington Street West, Brampton, stated her objection to 
the proposed development and was of the opinion that the proposal to have 
subsidized housing in the downtown would attract low income residents and 
would make it difficult to promote the downtown. She felt that the proposed 
apartment building is not compatible with historical features of the downtown and 
should be located elsewhere. With respect to the parking garage, she questioned 
whether any guarantees could be given regarding its future maintenance and 
improvements and was concerned about the overall negative impact of the 
proposal on the community. 


Ms. Hartzenberg, 79 Elizabeth Street South, Brampton, was of the opinion that 
subsidized housing within the downtown area would negatively impact the 
community and result in people moving out of the area. 


Mr. Chris Moon, 5 Frederick Street, Brampton, indicated that he was pleased to 
see that development of the site was being proposed but was concerned about the 
size and scope of the proposal which he felt would create “too much massing”. 
He suggested that scaling back the proposal by twenty percent would be more 
appropriate for the area. 


Ms. Robyn Barbosa, 22 John Street, Brampton, questioned what the distance of 
the proposed development would be from her house, the traffic impact, access to 
the proposed site and whether it was a good idea to put senior citizens to live 
together with young single people. 


Mr. Richard Prouse, Chair, Brampton Downtown Business Association (BDBA), 
indicated his support of the subject proposal and suggested that the project be 
given approval to move forward as soon as possible. He felt the mix of seniors 
and young people that would be living in the proposed units would be beneficial 
for the downtown and the proposed underground municipal parking garage would 
provide the much needed parking for the public. 
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Ms. Kim Thomson. 36 Bunting Drive, Brampton, advised that she supports the 
proposed development, but was uncertain whether the location was appropriate. 
She was concerned about accessibility for persons with disabilities in the 
downtown area. 


Mr. Keith Ward, Commissioner of Housing, Region of Peel, provided 
clarification and responded to some of the issues raised by the residents. 


Clarification was provided by staff that the proposal to develop the subject site is 
the first step in the planning process and that under the Planning Act all 
applications must be accepted. 


Staff confirmed that all the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in the 
recommendation report.

Mr. Paul Shim, 21 Lakeridge Drive, Brampton, stated his objection to the 
proposed amendment to the Official Plan to allow townhouses in the middle of an 
existing community. He felt that there would be a parking deficit for the residents 
and visitors to the location which would encourage parking on the green area. He 
considers the proposed access to the site from Vodden Street to be dangerous as 
the intersection of Vodden Street and Laurelcrest Street is always busy. 


Mr. Keith Morgan, 76 Laurelcrest Street, Brampton, submitted a petition on 
behalf of the residents opposing the subject proposal. He was of the opinion that 
the subject proposal was inconsistent with the neighbourhood and does not 
conform to the City’s Strategic Plan “to enhance the community” and “preserve 
our heritage”. He considers the area to be unique and thinks that the proposal will 
destroy the natural environment. 


Mr. Scott Nagel, 10 Lone Oak Avenue, Brampton, expressed concerns about the 
traffic impact of the proposal as the roads are always busy. He noted his 
objection to the proposal and suggested that the City purchase the lands for 
greenspace. 


Mr. Joe Correira, 7 Leeward Drive, Brampton, expressed concerns with respect to 
the traffic impact of the proposed development in the immediate vicinity and felt 
that the proposal does not provide sufficient parking to accommodate the number 
of vehicles associated with the proposal. He considers the proposed access from 
Vodden Street to be dangerous and is of the opinion that the overall development 
will be an eyesore in the neighbourhood. He noted his objection to the proposal 
and suggested that the City purchase the lands use it as park. 


Mr. Nino Baldino, 28 Leeward Drive, Brampton, stated his objection of the 
proposal and feels that the natural features of the area should be maintained. He 
believes that speeding is already a major issue on Vodden Street and thinks that 
the proposed access from Vodden will further contribute to a safety problem. He 
noted his objection to the proposal and suggested that the City purchase the lands 
and use it as a park. 


Mr. Wayne Conaghan, 14 London Lane, Brampton, expressed concerns regarding 
the impact the proposed development would have on traffic, the safety of the 
small children in the area, value of property and the aesthetic appearance of the 
neighbourhood. He was of the opinion that the proposal is inconsistent with the 
neighbourhood and requested that applicant be requested to withdraw the 
proposal. 
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Mr. Mario De Buono, 28 Leeward Drive, Brampton, advised that at the time of 
purchase of his home he was informed that the subject property was zoned for 
commercial uses. He is of the opinion that townhouses are inappropriate for the 
location and suggested that the City purchase the property and build an ice rink 
for residents. 


Ms. Rachel Wylde, 14 Lorraine Crescent, Brampton, advised that she is opposed 
to the proposed townhouses because of its impact on the park and suggested that 
staff reconsider the application. 


Mr. John Melia, 4 Lorraine Crescent, Brampton, stated his objection to the 
proposal and felt that the proposed townhouses are inconsistent with the single 
detached homes in the community. He was also concerned about pesticides, snow 
and salt going into Parr Lake. 


Mr. Aurelio Rea, 18 Lehar Court, Brampton, noted his objection to the subject 
proposal and expressed concerns with respect to the impact the proposed 
development would have on traffic in the area, the value of property, the view of 
Parr Lake. He advised that over the years he has seen several traffic accidents in 
the area and feels that the proposal would result in more accidents and add to an 
already existing safety problem. He was also concerned that he would have to 
look at a solid wall if the proposal was approved. 


Mr. Matt Baldin, 20 Landsdowne Drive, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
subject proposal would create more traffic, result in accidents and add to the 
safety problem that already exists in the area. 


Mr. Allen Belgrave, 12 Lorraine Crescent, Brampton, was of the opinion that the 
proposal would create traffic, result in accidents and add to the safety problem 
that already exists in the area. He feels that the townhouse proposal is 
inappropriate for the area and advised that he does not support the application. 


Mr. Larry Kowan, 2 Lansdowne Drive, Brampton, expressed concerns with 
respect to the impact of the traffic and safety aspect of the proposal. He advised 
that over the years he has seen several traffic accidents in the area and feels that 
the proposal would result in more accidents and add to the already existing safety 
problem. He suggested that the applicant donate the property to the City. 


Mr. Peter Woods, 16 London Lane, Brampton, considers the subject proposal to 


be inappropriate for the area and agreed with the previous speakers regarding the 
issues of traffic and safety. 
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Mr. Sholan Narine, 94 Laurelcrest Street, Brampton, was concerned that the 
proposal would create more traffic and add to the already existing traffic on his 
street. He requested that the subject application be reconsidered. 


Clarification was provided by staff that the proposal to rezone the subject site 
from a commercial to residential designation is the first step in the planning 
process and that under the Planning Act all applications must be accepted. 


Staff confirmed that all the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in the 
recommendation report.

Mr. Stephen J. D’ Agostino, Thomson Rogers, on behalf of IKO Industries 
Limited, which is located on the north and south side of Orenda Road between 
Kennedy Road and Rutherford, submitted correspondence dated December 6, 
2004 reiterating his concerns which he said were expressed through 
correspondence at the October 4, 2004 public meeting. He felt that the staffs 
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recommendation report does not address the issues with respect to land use 
compatibility, and the relevant Official Plan policies are not being complied with. 
Mr. Agostino submitted a map of the Hansen/Road Orenda Road industrial area 
prepared by GLB Urban Planners Ltd. indicating “minimum distance separation 
and potential influence areas” as defined by the “Ministry of Environment (MOE) 
Land Use Compatibility Guidelines”. He requested that the application be 
deferred until all the appropriate studies have been submitted and all outstanding 
issues have been resolved. 


Mr. Tom Kavanagh, General Manager, T. J. Pounder (Ontario) Limited, located at 
106 Orenda Road, Brampton, stated that he is opposed to the subject proposal 
until all the appropriate studies have been submitted. He was of the opinion that 
the proposal will negatively impact the present industrial area and questioned 
whether the City would be willing to relocate the industrial businesses at its own 
expense. He agreed with Mr. Agostino’s submission that the staff report does not 
address the issues with respect to land use compatibility, and compliance with the 
relevant Official Plan policies. He noted that he had submitted correspondence to 
staff expressing his concerns. 


Mr. Riccardo Cefaratti, History Hill Group, advised that he has met with IKO 
industries to discuss their concerns and that the relevant studies are being 
conducted as required by the City. 


Mr. Stephen Halliday, General Manager, Textile Rubber & Chemical (Canada) 
Ltd., located at 68 Eastern Avenue, Brampton, advised that he has reviewed the 
staff report and found it to be “full of errors and inconsistencies”. He noted that 
the surrounding land uses were not discussed, that he was not approached by 
anyone conducting studies that are required, and that the land use map within the 
report was incorrect. He urged that other options be considered and that the 
subject proposal be reconsidered. Mr. Halliday also indicated that he was not 
notified of the public meeting which was held in October 4, 2004, with respect to 
this proposal. 


Ms. Annmeza Wong, Solda Pools Ltd., 76 Orenda Road, Brampton, agreed with 
the previous speakers and noted that correspondence was submitted to staff 
expressing their concerns. 


Discussion took place with respect to the impact of the proposal on both the 
industrial users and the residential community, compliance with the Planning Act 
and Official Plan policies for the area, and the relevant studies as required by the 
City.

“Whereas the Board also recognizes that the City itself is generally a good 
steward of the heritage buildings under its ownership and acknowledges that the 
Community Services Department and the Planning, Design and Development 
Department, in particular, have made heritage conservation a priority — 
particularly in recent years; and, 
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“Whereas it is the position of the Board that the City must focus concerted 
demonstrative attention on the conservation of the heritage resources that it 
currently owns and manages; and, 


“Whereas it is the position of the Board that heritage buildings are not simply City 
brick and mortar facilities, capital assets or real estate; they are also fragile, 
unique and significant historical assets that attract tourists and stimulate business 
and economic development, and they require another level of consideration and 
must always be managed with conservation principles at the fore; and, 


“Whereas the Board believes that there is also a public expectation that the City 
will not only own heritage buildings/resources, but will always set the bar higher 
than those privately owned with regard to their care and management, and in 
addition, that the City will maintain and use its heritage resources in a manner 
appropriate for each and that it will always consider the impacts of proposed 
renovations and capital works on the heritage character of these buildings and 
sites; and, 


“Whereas the Board believes that designation will clearly itemize the heritage 
attributes of each City-owned property so that there is no question about which 
features are important and thus are worth preserving if at all possible, and the City 
will also publicly demonstrate a level of commitment to basic heritage 
conservation; and, 


“Whereas it is the position of the Board that designation does not impose undue 
cost burdens on the City unless the City sees fit to spend more, that it does not 
delay or block renovations, expansions or alterations either, that it does not 
obligate the City to restore a building or any of its original features, and that City 
Council would set the scope and parameters of each designation bylaw; 


“Therefore Be It Resolved that: 


“a) Staff be directed to prepare heritage designation reports and to launch the 
heritage designation process (under the Ontario Heritage Act, Part IV) for 
all City-owned properties of merit; and, 

“b) Staff be directed to draft conservation maintenance plans for each of its 
City-owned heritage resources which will help clarify when conservation 
may be more appropriate than standard maintenance (e.g. selecting the 
right mortar mix for masonry walls, etc); and, 


“c) Asa matter of policy, the services of qualified restoration architects and 


heritage contractors be retained whenever major alterations, upgrades, 
relocations, restorations or other capital works are being undertaken, as it

“d) The Standards and Guidelines for the Conservation of Historic Places 
in Canada be adopted with regard to all maintenance, conservation and 
restoration projects involving City-owned heritage buildings and sites; 
and, 


“e) | A heritage conservation strategy be adopted for all City-owned heritage 
resources to help manage and guide their use, management and 
maintenance; and, 


ay Staff consult openly and actively with heritage staff in the Planning, 
Design and Development Department and with the Brampton Heritage 
Board as necessary, throughout all stages of planning for capital works, 
major renovations, relocation proposals and the like related to the City’s 
heritage resources as these individuals and the Board exist specifically to 
assess and evaluate the potential impacts on the existing heritage attributes 
and character defining elements.”
